ty legislation which would re- 
tain the arms embargo now in 
effect and set up a requirement 
for cash payments on belliger- 
ents' purchases. 


Senator 
Borah 
(B., Idaho) 


said the group concurred in the 
following formal statement: 


"\Ve are still willing, as has 


been our position from the first, 
to accept the administration bill 
if the administration will leave 
in the law the embargo of arms, 
ammunition and implements of 
war and provide for cash in- 
slead of credit on other com- 
modities. 


Takes Issue 


Washington, Oct. 6 W)—Sen- 


ator Thomas (D.-Utah) declared 
today that no nation could com- 
plam against repeal of the arms 
embargo, because the administra- 
tion neutrality bill would prevent 
American ships from carrying 
war supplies to a belligerent^ 


Tho~.':as, who helped draft the 


embargo repeal legislation, was 
the day's first speaker in the Sen- 
ate neutrality issue. 


Taking 
issue 
with 
Senator 


Borah (R.-Idaho), Thomas con- 
tended that repeal of the embargo 
would not be contrary to interna- 
tional law. 


Thomas said that there was no 


experience in history in which a 
major nation ever had created an 
embargo for the same purpose as 
that approved by Congress in 
1937. 
But he added that he did not 


see how anyone could contend, as 
he said Borah had, that 
repeal 


would constitute intervention 
in 


the European war. 


"When a nation intervenes,' 


Thomas said, "it moves against 
another, not against itself. In 
international relations a nation 
cannot be charged with 'interven- 
tion' when the action which is 
taken operates against its own 
people, when the restraint is put 
upon its own citizens. 


Barbour Joins 


Advocates of repealing the arms 


embargo today gained another Re- 
publican vote—that of Senator 
Earbour of New Jersey—as oppo- 
sition leaders continued to dispute 
claims of a "substantial majority" 
for the legislation. 


The opponents also announced 


that a substitute neutrality bill re- 
taining the embargo and providing 
a strict "cash and carry" system 
for all other trade with belliger- 
ents was being framed by unidenti- 
fied senators. 


A final vote is not expected be- 


fore two more weeks of debate. 
Floor speakers today included Sen- 
ators Thomas (D., Utah) for re- 
peal, and Downey (D., Calif.) and 
Clark (D., Mo.) against it. 


Senator Barbour, who had been 


libted as doubtful on the embargo 
issue, said in a statement that he 
would vote for the administration 
bill because he believed that it was 
less likely to get the United 
States into war. 


His announcement followed a 


radio speech in support of the ad- 
ministration bill by Henry L. 
Stimson, former Republican secre-

(By The Associated Press) 


Adolf Hitler's proposal for an 


all-inclusive peace conference was 
coldly received in unofficial quar- 
ters in Paris and London. Italy 
was hopeful it might lead to peace, 
but not optimistic. 


Keynote of early British reac- 


tion was the single word "No" 
heading the main editorial of Lord 
Beaverbrook's evening standard. 


"If he has made his last peace 


offer, he also has made his last 
war," the Standard said 
"He 


has spoken his own funeral ora- 
tion." 


Satirical comment came from 


semi-official French sources. They 
agreed with British commentators 
Hitler had offered nothing new. 
Hitler's speech was described in 
these circles as "demagogic" and

Man-Made Ductstorm 


Grades Soil Particles 


When duststonns of 1934 and 1936 


darkened the sky from the South- 
west to the Atlantic ocean, the grit 
that settled at Cincinnati was finer 
than the particles dropped at Kan- 
sas City, and dust depos;ts at Wash- 
ington, New York, and Boston were 
progressively finer. A modification 
of what happens in a "duster" is 
the basis of a new device for grad- 
ing soil particles developed in the 
Soil Conservation service laboratory 
at the California Institute of Tech- 
nology. 


When the laboratory staff needed 


soil particles sorted accurately ac- 
cording to size, they developed a 
simple machine that create* a gen- 
tle "duster." The machine dropi 
assorted sizei of sapd or tilt par- 
ticles in suitable drawer*, the 
coarser bits nearest the feeding hop- 
per, the finer particles at a distance. 
For the most accurate sorting they 
run the dried sand or *ilt through 
twice, first in > rough sifting by a 
slow breeze, and second in a re- 
sorting of fairly uniform material 
in a brisk, but still mild draft. 


The sorting- machine is t b«H- 


> mouthed wind tuanel about IS feet 
long with a grating as a floor to let 
the sorted material drop into the 
collecting drawers below. A small 
electric fan draw* air through the 
tunnel at not more than SVi fe*t a 
stcond—IMI thin two mile* an 
hour. 


Dry sand and silt i* fed in a thin 


sheet from a hopper on top of the 
tunnel. Larger particle* drop al- 
most vertically. The 4ner the"»and 
or «ilt particles, the farther they 
are carried by the breeze. Parti- 
cles of equal size drop at equal dis- 
tances from the feeding apparatus. 
Wall* of the tunnel are madt as 
smooth a* possible to prevent ed- 
dies, but there is some difference 
in the air action near the walls, 
so the drawer* have partitions at 
each end, and this material i* re- 
jected. What drop* in the central 
compartment is grided more accu- 
rately ihan is poisiblt with fine 
sieves. The machine will handle 
from 60 to 100 pounds an hour.

MECHANIZED WAR 


The experts say there will be "less waste 


of human fighting power" in this war. The 
terrific losses of the Sommc and Verdun will 
not be repeated. The commanders are ex- 
pected to be thrifty with their men. There 
will be stronger fortifications and more em- 
phasis on deefnsc, if possible, than on offense. 
And this prophecy, if true, is all to the good. 
Men are more important than anything men 
possess. 


It means that there will be more emphasis 


on machinery and equipment. Already civil- 
ians everywhere have been astonished at the 
extent to which war has become mechanized. 
The day has long passed when a man with a 
rifle was the most important factor. -Machin- 
ery is fighting against machinery. Vast quan- 
tities of explosives and big guns and shells 
and army trucks and airplanes and concrete 
and incredible quantities of metal are re- 
quired. The armies at home in factories are 
even more essential than the armies in the 
field that pull triggers and throw switches 
and drive air or land or water craft. 


And this fact should not be overlooked. 


We "can't have it both ways." As our civili- 
zation makes war machinery take the place 
of men, it uses up its material resources on 
an unprecedented scale. This is especially 
true of iron, coal, copper, tin and other im- 
portant minerals. A long and general war 
would leave the world poor in natural re- 
sources.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


With epidemics of infantile paralysis in many 


parts of the world it is only natural that mothers 
of small children should live in dread until the next 
few weeks— September and October— pass by. The 
"season" for this ailment is during August, Sep- 
tember, October, and November. 


In Illinois a State Committee has been organized 


composed of physicians and others of special train- 
inc and wide experience in the control of infantile 
paralysis. In the Illinois Health Messenger this com- 
mittee outlines the diagnosis and treatment for m- 


"The committee recommend (a) the immediate 


and complete isolation of patients once that it is 
definitely learned that the patient has the disease. 
(b) complete rest in bed, (c) no moving from one 
place to another of a patient in the acute stages 
of the disease unless absolutely necessary, and then 
only with the greatest care, avoiding muscular 
movement in the patient as far as possible. 


The committee lists among symptoms m the 


acute stage of infantile paralysis the following: 


Early symptoms— irritability; 
headache, 
stifi 


neck; backache; stiff back. 
Late symptoms-pain and tenderness in 
he 


muscles; weakness or actual paralysis of the mus-

If their youngster, usually in 
cood health and spirits, comes in overtired and ir- 
ritable with perhaps a slight head cold he should be 
put to bed immediatey and the family physician 
called in. It is this putting of the child to bed and 
the immediately calling in of the physician that 
gives the child every chance of recovery. 


Although I have written about the importance ot 


putting any ailing or irritable child immediately 
o bed I believe the above instructions and findings 
from the Illinois Health Messenger are very much 
worth repeating.

Will Chin* Be Split In Two? 
The undecided question is (1) 


whether China will be split into 
two nations—Northeastern China, 
controlled by Japanese 
through 


puppet rulers, and the rest of 
China under Generalissimo Chiang 
! Kai-shek or (2) whether Chiang 
will bo captured or overthrown so 
dial all China will, for a tim°. be- 
Irnnio under Japanese domination. 
In either case, China will nev«r 
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be at peace again until the Japan- 
ese are absorbed. Everyone here 
feels that to reverse the centuries- 
old process of China's absorbing i 
her conquerors is too big a job 
for even the Japanese to solve. 


Certainly, Japan has a wonder- 


ful opportunity here. Her future, 
however, depends upon how she 
treats the Chinese people. Japan 
should not forget that China- 
thanks to American missionaries 
—is passing through a great spirit- 
ual 
revival. War 
lords whose

have 
for 
generations 


fought one another are now join- 
ing forces. China is learning much 
from this rebirth of patriotism. If 
Japan is wise enough to capitalize 
on this change, historians may 
some day write that this war 
marked a milestone in the develop- 
ment of both China and Japan. If, 
| however, 
Japan 
fails 
psycho- 
| logically, all her military strength 
will have been for naught. 


"Open Door" Shut light 


The Japanese have established 


a strict censorship of all business 
as a result of new regulations. 


, The banks are doing very little 
j business and, of course, most of 
the rich Chinese have fled to the 
interior or to foreign ports. Jap- 
anese came aboard our ship when 
we landed here. Their 
doctors 


looked at our tongues and their 
officials looked at our baggage. 
This interference with commerce 
and business and these dictatorial 
practices will surely last through- 
out 
the war — and 
probably 


throughout Japan's so-called Five 
Year Plan of Rehabilitation. So it 
looks like the "Open Door" is 
closed to Occidentals—at least for 
many years to come. 


I am very fond of the Japanese 


as a people. I have had one in 
my home for fifteen years. He has 
been faithful and kindly. Some of 
my books have been translated 
into Japanese and I have other 
contacts. I can sympathize with 
them for being provoked at China. 
The Japanese are a wonderful 
race. If they are now fair with 
China and the rest of the world, 
the Chinese "incident"—as they 
call it—may eventually help both 
nations. Let us hope that Japan 
will not make the same mistake 
in settling with China that the 
Allies made in settling with Ger- 
many in 1919. Japan will be vic- 
torious in the end only by being 
just and generous now.

about 300 miles out to tea. along 
the couts of North and South 
America south of Canada consti- 
tutes one of the most significant 
steps ever taken by neutral na- 
tions and is well-supported by 
precedents in international law. 


Even the question of enforce- 


ment within that zone permits a 
practical program which the bel- 
ligerents are bound to respect, 
for, contrary to recently ex- 
pressed suppositions in the press, 
the United States and the other 
countries of this hemisphere need 
not use physical force at all, but 
merely need apply economic pres- 
sure to attain compliance. 


Both the North and 
South 


American continents contain sup- 
plies vitally needed by both sets 
of belligerents. While it is true 
that direct German 
purchase 


have been discontinued, neverthe- 
less indirect purchases 
through 


European neutrals like Russia and 
Italy, as well as the Scandinavian 
countries, are well within the con- 
trol of the Pan-American repub- 
lics. 


There is not the slightest need 


to use a naval patrol to keep bel- 
ligerent ships out of the "safety 
zone," for the United States and 
Pan-American c o u n t r i e s will 
shortly (notify 
the belligerents 


that trade within the safety zone 
must not be molested if the bel- 
ligerents are to continue to be 
permitted to obtain supplies from 
the Americas. 


The proclamation of a 
safety 


zone conforms to precedents es- 
tablished in various 
so-called 


prize court decisions and awards 
of international arbitration tri- 
bunals dealing with blockade. 
It 


is a well-established 
rule 
that 


notice of blockade must be spe- 
cific, and that zones of blockade 
can be delimited so that any neu- 
tral vessel seeking to enter such 
zones may be captured. But there 
is no justification 
in 
the pre- 


cedents for making 
the 
whole 


ocean a blockade zone. The Pan- 
American republics whose repre- 
sentatives met at Panama, were 
modest in their outline 
of 
the 


area to be included under the 
safety zone, for, logically, neu- 
trals could have insisted that no 
shipping shall be interfered with 
unless destined for Europe, 
anil 


only then for countries contiguous 
to the belligerents. 


The idea that a ship plying be- 


tween New York and Rio De Jan- 
eiro is subject to a submarine 
blockage by Germany or a naval 
blockade by the British is so con- 
trary to precedents of the past 
that it is difficult to sec how the 
outline of a safety zone can, with 
logic, be protested unless some 
abuse of the privilege should de- 
velop within the zone among bel- 
ligerent vessels of either group— 
the allies or the dictatorships. 


Destination alone justifies seiz- 


ure and condemnation of ship and 
cargo in voyages to ports under 
blockade, and even a mere sailing 


toward a blockaded area has not 
be*n held to unction detention of 
ship or cargo. In the famou 
"Peterhoff" caae involving damt» ' 
claims, it was decided that a v£ 
•el dettined for a neutral port 
with no ulterior destination fa 
herself, and none by sea for her 
cargo to a blockaded place, vfe- 
lates no blockade. 


The whole doctrine of suta*. 
rine warfare arose in the last t» 
through the 
formal • annouao*. 
ment, first by Great Britain of t ' 
blockade in the North Sea agaivt 
Germany,' and subsequently, » 
counter-blockade 
of 
even wider < 
extent by the Berlin admiralty. 
The announced intention of coth 
ducting "unrestricted 
submarine 
warfare" by Germany related 
solely to the blockaded war zones 
and made access to neutral ports 
in Europe virtually impossible to 
American ships. 


To the present instance, how- 


ever, the United States and her 
sister republics have not sought to 
discuss or quibble about the ex- 
tent of the blockaded zones adja- 
cent to European countries, but 
have merely set up a counterpart 
of the theory of blockade—a safe- 
ty zone within which neutrals ex- 
pect to be able to carry on legiti- 
mate trade without searches or 
seizure. Since every country can 
control its own exports, violation 
of the safety zone may become the 
basis for joint embargoes to be 
imposed by some or all of the Pan- 
American republics. It seems a 
safe assumption that, if the safety 
zone is formally outlined in noti- 
fication to the belligerent govern- 
ments, there would be little like- 
lihood of violation. 


It is not customary to make 


threats or mention possible pen- 
alties in international relations, 
so Germany and Britain can only 
infer what may happen if they 
violate the safety zone proclama- 
tion. Both the German and Brit- 
ish naval commanders will prob- 
ably get instructions soon to do 
nothing within the safety zone 
which 
might 
possibly 
produce 


complications with the republics 
of North and South America.

Keep This Bulb Planting Depth Chart It Will Be Helpful to You. 


How deep should fall bulbs he 


planted? In general, about four 
times the diameter of the bulb. 
The beginner should not 
under- 


stand by this rule that precision 
measurement is required, and an 
inch more or -less in planting a 
Darwin tulip bulb may mean the 
success or failure of the flower. 


Nature is seldom meticulous in 


such matters. At the same time 
the planter would do well to see 
that his bulbs are planted ap- 
proximately 
at 
the 
optimum 


depth. Tulips, for 
example, 
if 


planted much deeper than the 
recommended five or six 
inches 


(above the top of the bulb) will 
probably bloom, but likely later 
than you expect. If planted less 
than 
the recommended 
depth, 


they may also bloom, and at the 
right time. But should the win- 
ter be an open one, with lots of 
freezing and 
thawing, 
shallow- 


planted tulips are likely to be 
heaved entirely out of the ground. 
They certainly will be a risk. 


Some fall bulbs are not planted 


to a depth of four 
times 
their 


diameter. 
The 
madonna 
lily, 


usually a big bulb, should be 
planted only three or four inches 
deep. 
The crown 
imperial, 
a 


large bulb, wants shallow plant- 
Ing, about' two inches. 
The be- 


ginner wlU find a chart of plant- 


ing depths useful to refer to wnen 
the planting task is begun. 


If the ground 
in which the 


bulbs are planted has been newly 
spaded, and is quite loose, the 
depths should be increased an 
inch or so, to allow for 
settling, 


and because of the increased ef- 
fect of frost heaving 
on newly 


turned soil. Also, late planted 
bulbs, which have no opportunity 
to make roots before the 
soil 


freezes, may be set a little deep- 
er/ to protect them from 
frost 


action. 


Tulips should be set five to six 


inches deep. Narcissi need about 
the same depth from the top of 
the bulb, but owing to the dif- 
ferent shape and sometimes the 
much larger size, the base of the 
bulbs is usually deeper than the 
tulips. 
Snowdrops 
and 
scillas 


should go down about two to 
three inches. 
Crocuses should 


have two inches of soil over them. 
The erythroniums need about four 
inches of cover. So does Fritil- 
laria meleagris. 
Anemones for 


cold frame planting need only an 
inch of soil. 
The lilies need the deepest 


planting, and most of th«m can 
go as deep as seven to 10 inches 
with good results. The distance 
apart is rather elastic, but in gen- 
eral five inches is the closest any 
ol them should bt plant*).

Timber Is Classified 


According to Usage 


Yard lumber is largely general 


purpose lumber. It is manufactured 
and classified into those shapes, 
sizes and grade* required for ordi- 
nary construction and general pur- 
nose uses. Heavy timbers for struc- 
tural purposes, soft-wood factory 
lumber and other special use mate- 
rials are not considered as yard 
lumber. 


A bulletin from the Southern Pine 


association divides yard lumber into 
two mam divisions (a) select and 
(b) common. These again are di- 
vided into two classes. Select lum- 
ber (1) that suitable for natural fin- 
ishes and (2) that suitable for paint 
finishes. Common lumber (1) that 
which can be used without waste 
and (2) that which permits some 
waste 


The various types are graded A, 


B or C. A has a minimum of de- 
lects or blemishes, B is permitted 
a greater number oil defects and 
blemishes, and C an even greater 
number. 


An important factor is the mois- 


ture content permitted in the vari- 
ous grades and classifications.

Scientists Seek to Chart 


South Seas With Bottles 


Professor Wilbur A. Nelson of the 


University of Virginia plans a "bot- 
tle message" bombardment of the 
South Seas. 


Outlining the itinerary of a ici- 


entiflc expedition he will head for 
National Geographic society and his 
university, he said he would throw 
2,000 citrate of magnesia bottles into 
the South Pacific. 


Printed messages will be inclosed 


telling the finder that he may "keep 
the bottle as a souvenir of the occa- 
sion," but asking him to report 
where he found it. The purpose is 
to help determine the movement of 
currents in the South Pacific. 


Professor Nelson said the bottles 


would be tossed from the coast 
guard cutter Hamilton, which the 
government has assigned for the ex- 
pedition, at regular intervals during 
the year that fellow scientists will 
tour the South Seas over an area 
larger than the United States. 


Stone of Petrified Dew 


One of the most valued posses- 


sions of the sultan of Perak in Asia 
ii a stone which tradition says is 
made by petrified dew. This talis- 
man is believed by the Malays to 
have many miraculous powers. An 
important part of the sultan's re- 
galia, the stone has been in posses- 
sion of the Pcrak dynasty through- 
out recorded history and is said to 
have been given to the first sultan 
by To Temong, a girl saint of Pe- 
rak. The sultan's sword of state is 
also of great antiquity. It is be- 
lieved by Malays to have been the 
sword of Alexander the Great and 
to have been used by Mahomet at 
the great battle of Badr. 


Tree of Jesse 


Jesse, the father of David, Is often 


regarded as the first in the geneal- 
ogy of Jesus Christ Hence the de- 
sign representing the descent of 
Jesus from the royal line of David 
is called a tree of Jesse. From a 
recumbent figure of Jesse ipringi a 
tree bearing in its branches the 
chief figure; in the line of deieent, 
and terminating in the figure of 
Jesus, or of toe Virgin and Child. 
The design was formerly a favorite 
ecclesiastical ornament and is de- 
picted in the cathedrals at Laon, 
Amiens and Chartres.
